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FKA.NK BKLL’S CLYDE STAKES. 

Saturday reached the high water mark both 
as to the size of the crowd and the number of 
bookmakers. The sky was overcast, but no rain 
fell and a more enjoyable afternoon would be 
hard to imagine as far as the weather was con- 
cerned. The main interest of the racing lay in 
the contest for The Clyde Stakes, five furlongs, 
for colts and geldings, two years old, penalties 
and allowances, worth $1,145 to the first horse, 
$200 to the second and $100 to the third. To the 
eight starters of the card was added Ed Corri- 
gan's Milt Young, 115 pounds up, but Ailyar and 
Fontainebleu were scratched. Frank Bell opened 
favorite at 3 to 2 and advanced to 2 to 1, while 
Santello dropped from 4 to 3 and Batten receded 
one-half point. To a good start Batten showed 
in front to the head of the home stretch, where 
Frank Bell ran up from fourth position and 
collared him. Soon the favorite was in the lead 
and nicely bandied by Foucon, he stayed only a 
neck to the good until the last jumps, where un- 
necessarily hit with the whip he responded and 
increased his advantage. Batten was a length 
better than Santello, who with King Barleycorn 
closed much ground in the last furlong. 
Olinthus was second for a quarter and Holland 
third. The latter passed Olinthus at the turn 
for home but “ran out.” 

As the horses were going to the post for the 
stake event a scene of wild excitement was pre- 
sented in the betting ring, the bookmakers 
ceasing business until the vague rumors of 
trouble could be substantiated. When it was 
understood that Ed Corrigan had acted in his 
well known forceful fashion, and that the raid- 
ers had been corralled, the “Master of Haw- 
thorne” was cheered in the betting ring as he 
made his way to the judges’ stand, reaching 
which, the occupants of the grand stand made 
the acknowledgement unanimous, 

Joe Ullman, like several of his stable com- 
panions during the past week, started off like a 
wild horse in the first race, led until well into 
home stretch and then stopped to a walk. 
Muskalonge was second for five-eighths where 
be began to back up. Paul Kauvar, third for 
five-eighths, went to the front at the last three- 
sixteenths and won in a walk from Treachery, 
who ran fourth up the back stretch. The Tory, 
last until the final three-eighths, eame fast at 
the finish and ran third. 

Eddie Burke was loft standing still at the 
post in the second race. Abuse, fijsst away, was 
followed by Donna Rita, she tagged by Storm 
King. The positions were never changed, 
although Abuse won away off, while for the 
place the others were driving. 

Loyaletta made a runaway race of it and won 
away off. Truth was second for five-eighths 
then stopped to nothing. Jay Bird was third 
and Star and Crescent fourth at the last quar- 
ter, when from the rear Queen Safie came fast 
and secured the place; Star and Crescent last- 
ing long enough to beat Prince Blazes by a neck. 
Jay Bird was close behind the latter. 

Cherry Leaf beat Madrilene when and how 
he pleased, the pair racing quite away from 
the others in the first three-eighths, where 
Unity even was two lengths ahead of Forte. 
M^rilene led on sufferance to the straight, 
then Thorpe let go of the favorite’s head and 
Madrilene was at once beaten. Cherry Leaf 
galloped home. Forte landed third, a hundred 
yards behind Madrilene. At the pos; thero ;vas 
an insane pluu^o ou Forte which Cciriiocl Cherry 
Leaf’s price to 11 to 10. Pat Dunne, at Wash- 
ington Park, as told in these columns, said that 
Forte \v?R n most uncr»-taiu horse. Tlie p*nn^ 
ers must have forgotten this. 

W'hen the barrier went up for the last race of 
the day only three horses had a chance, and they 
finished as they left the post— Lady Ellers lie, 



Ferroll, Lady Callahan. The latter headed Fer- 
roll for an instant on the back stretch. Sar- 
donic, off very badly, ran so well that if nothing 
had happened she would certainly have been 
close to Lady Ellerslie at the finish. Storm 
Queen ran fast for three-eighths up the back 
stretch. Afamada did not seem to have her 
usual speed. Cherry Rose bolted and came in 
hard ridden by Rose after the other horses 
were unsaddled. 

There was a fellow once who had a black cat 
and he won many wagers betting that she was 
cherry colored. For some cherries are black. 
This sort of figuring comes in play when one is 
trying to place the horses. Friday there started 
at Hawthorne in ^ho second race Oelian and 
Bethlehem Star, both being posted as wearing 
cherry jackets. Now the jockey on the former 
was arrayed in bright red, the other boy wear- 
ing a dingy terra cotta kind of vest. In like 
manner Dr. Sharp wears a black jacketed boy 
carrying a white sash, while Lady Callahan’s 
colors are green with white sash. Thus should 
the animals be alike in conformation and color 
no man can tell which is which when they 
are running down the back stretch. To add 
to the general confusion of colors, owners an- 
nounce “green,” “dark green,” “nile green,” 
“bottle green,” as their colors, and occasionally 
a man who formerly was connected with a cer- 
tain racing stable, securing a “badge horse” for 
himself, wears the old colors, but varies them 
from “white cap” to “white cap, with a black 
peak.” Parti-colored jackets are an eyesore to 
racegoers, but the owner whose colors are 
“halves,” caps the climax as his horse shows to 
be ridden by a jockey in yellow as he goes one 
way of the course and to be piloted by a boy in 
red as he turns around and comes back. Solid 
and bright colors should only be allowed if the 
wishes of the laity are to be considered. 

Stanton & Tucker will sell their entire string 
of eight head of horses at Hawthorne Septem- 
ber 20. There are Isabey, Paul Kauvar and 
Eleanor Holmes in the lot. “Bob” Tucker has 
been long and favorably known to the turf, and 
his retirement will be regretted. It was when 
in Tucker’s employ that “Pike” Barnes first 
came into prominence as a jockey. 

The Hawthorne system of displaying on the 
jockey board the names of the riders in the next 
race as the horses are going to the post is a 
great time-saver for occupants of the grand 
stand, who can mark their programs during 
inevitable delays. 

.There were twenty-one regulars and three 
field bookmakers on. The first four days four- 
teen regulars “cub in,” while Friday there were 
fifteen. 

AGAINST THE RECALL FLAG. 



The following originated Friday at Haw- 
thorne : 

“To any and all racing associations We, the 
undersigned owners, trainers and jockeys, 
would kindly ask that you give a fair and im- 
partial trial to starting without the use of the 
recall flag. We ask this favor for the following 
reasons: First, that the starts can be made 

much quicker and quite as good or better. Sec- 
ond, the long delays with the recall flag and 
the numerous breakaways are frequently harder 
on the horses than the races are, thus ruining 
the temper of many horses.”

ENGLISH RACING. 

Our English cousins had some enjoyable rac- 
ing during Goodwood week, but as a whole the 
sport was hardly up to the standard of the 
course. One of the principal reasons for this 
was the fact that an epidemic of coughing 
placed almost all of John Porter’s string hors de 
combat, the illness being especially damaging to 
the stable’s two-year-old prospects, for Flying 
Fox, Calix, Convoy, Lark, Frontier, Crowbor- 
ough. Princess Mary, Orme’s Head, Scimitar 
and Splendid were all prevented by it from ful- 
filling their Goodwood engagements. Then, too, 
the weather was not up to its best form. A fine 
day on the Tuesday was followed by heavy rains 
on the two following days, while the Friday was 
cold and blustry. 

Probably the prettiest race of the meeting was 
that for the Prince of Wales Stakes, a post 
sweepstakes, value £2,200, for two-year-olds. 
There were three starters, the Prince of Wales’ 
filly Eventail, by Ayrshire— Fanchelte, winning 
by a head from M. L. de Rothschild’s colt, St. 
Gris, with Mr. Douglas Baird’s filly Musa only a 
neck behind St. Gris. Eventail was ridden by M. 
Cannon, and the victory of the royal colors was 
received with extraordinary enthusiasm, the 
spectators apparently seizing the opportunity 
to show their loyalty and admiration for their 
future king, who was ill at the time and unable 
to witness bis filly’s triumph. St. Gris is by 
Galopin— Isabel, and hence more than half 
brother to St. Frutquin, which was by St. Simon 
(son of Galopin) out of Isabel, Musa is by Mar- 
tagon— Palmflower, dam of St. Florian, Silene, 
Siphonia, Santa Maura, etc. All three of the 
contestants, it may be added, were bred by the 
persons in whose colors they ran. 

Mr. Keene’s American bred four-year-old, St. 
Cloud II., proves to have been only a fairish 
third in the Cup, but the next day he ran a 
cracking good second in the Chesterfield Cup, a 
handicap at a mile and a quarter. In this race 
he carried 114 pounds aTid was ridden by All- 
sopp, starting at 8 to 1 against, and being beaten 
only a length by Chaleureux, four years, 102 
pounds, ridden by Segrot. Four other horses 
started, of whom Prince Barcaldine, winner of 
this year’s Lincolnshire Handicap, was third. 

The victory of Mr. Lorillard’s Chinook in the 
classic three-year-old filly stake, the Nassau, 
was easily achieved by three lengths. Chinook 
carried 117 pounds and was ridden by Charles 
Wood. Sir J. Blundell Maple’s Nun Nicer, 
carrying 134 pounds, was second, while the Duke 
of Westminster’s Orpah, by Orme, carrying 122 
pounds, was third. The betting was 2 to 1 
against Nun Nicer, 11 to 4 Orpah, and 7 to 2 Chi- 
nook. Mr. Lorillard’s filly was backed at 6 to 1, 
5 to 1 and 4 to 1, and no doubt our representa- 
tives landed a tidy sum in bats. Five other 
fillies started in addition to the trio mentioned 
above and the race was worth £830 to Mr. Loril- 
lard. Chinook is by Sensation, out of Breeze, 
and hence a half sister to Sleipner and Sirocco. 

That old campaigner, Eau Gallic, won a sell- 
ing race for Mr. J. O’Neill, and was then sold to 
Mr. Smith Ryland for 200 guineas. The son of 
Iroquois and Duchess had behaved very badly 
in his last previous start at Brighton, but his 
presence at Goodwood did not necessitate a 
railway journey, which probably upset him be- 
fore. ^ 

The Goodwood Plate, handicap, two miles 
and a bait, brought out seven starters. The 
winner, Mr. E. Cassel’s Marius II., 5 years, 110 
pounds, was favorite at 3 to 1, and was ridden 
by “Sammy” Loates. 

The Sussex Stakes for three-year-olds brought 
out five starters, Mr. Lorillard’s Elfin, ridden 
by Wood, running unplaced. Mr. Douglas 
B iird’s Cap Martin was favorite, but the Duke 
of Devonshire’s Dieudonne won easily from Cap 



Martin by two lengths. The race was over the 
new mile. 

On the day previous to running second for the 
Prince of Wales Stakes, Mr. Rothschild’s St. 
Gris had won the Richmond Stakes, £742, from 
five opponents. Altesse’s victory in the Stew- 
ard’s Cup, a six-furlong handicap, was very 
cleverly achieved. The mare carried 116 pounds, 
M. Cannon riding four pounds overweight. 
Altesse is by Amphion, out of Marchioness, and 
it is a singular coincident that her owner, Mr. 
H. McCalmont, won the same race last year with 
Amphora, also a four-year-old daughter of Am- 
phion, and also ridden by Cannon. Mr. Keene’s 
Voter, 113 pounds, ridden by Rickaby, was at 
100 to 8 for this race, and ran somewhat disap- 
pointingly. 

The rich Rouse Memorial Stakes, £1,145 was 
won by Mr. H. McCalpiont’s Amphitheater, a 
two-year-old daughter of Amphion, beating six 
opponents. Amphitheater is out of Reserva- 
tion, hors being an instance of very neat nomen- 
clature. 

St. Simon had a nice two-year-old winner in 
Victoria May, which won the £940 Lavant 
Stakes from seven opponents. Victoria May 
parried 128 pounds and conceded lumps of 
weight, but won in neat style, ridden by J. 
Watts. 

Goodwood, marking as it does the close of the 
London season, ushers in a period of semi- 
quiesence for the society element. Racing goes 
on quite merrily, however, albeit the St. Leger 
is about the first time that things really boom 
after Goodwood. Cap Martin’s defeat by 
Dieudonne seems to leave the big Doncaster 
event almost at the mercy of th^ Derby winner, 
Jeddah, and so one-sided is the race on paper 
that there appears to be absolutely no St. Leger 
betting whatever of late in the London clubs. — 
Spirit of the Times. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

“Kelston” of The Morning Telegraph of Fri- 
day, says: “J. D. Smith’s Futurity candidate, 
His Lordship, went six furlongs in 1 :14, going 
the route as follows: 231,48,1:01, 1:14. Dupee 
was in the saddle, so that he carried only about 
100 pounds. He tired in the last quarter, but I 
think he is certain to improve considerably in 
the next ten days. With a good jockey up he 
must be reckoned on as a very dangerous can- 
didate. Mr. Smith tolls mo that he engaged 
Martin in April last to ride his colt, and has^a 
telegram from P. Dunne corroborating this state- 
ment. Martin, however, says that he is his own 
boss in the matter, and that he had not en- 
gaged to ride the colt.” 

Colonel William L. Cassidy has sold his 
interest in the thoroughbreds racing in the 
name of John Huffman & Co. to Mr. Huffman, 
who ran down from Chicago to close the deal. 
The best racehorse involved in the deal is 
What-er-Lou winner of the Inaugural and Club 
Members’ handicap at the Fair Grounds this 
season. Ho went wrong in the Great Western 
Handi cap at Chicago, but is said to be doing 
well now and is expected to start again shortly. 
— (St. Louis Republic.) 

Surinam, bay horse foaled 1885, by Joe Hooker 
—Ada C, by Revenue out of Sallie Morgan, by 
Emancipation, the property of T. R. Moore, 
Santa Barbara, Cal., died at that place on 
August 7. Surinam was the sire of Mr. R. Cro- 
ker’s Armitage, Don Clareucio, Flashlight and 
other winners. 

W. H. Clark has purchased Candleback, b. c, 
3, by Candlemas— Tulla Blackburn, and Banas- 
tar, ch. c, 3, by Farandole— Blessing. The price 
paid for Candleblack is said to be $6,000. 

Jockey William Madden died at Butte, Mpnt.t 
on July 30 from injuries received in a fall in a 
hurdle race.
